1. Claims 3, 4, 9, 10, 16 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 3, 4, 9, 10, 16 , the prior art as taught by Perry (US 6195501 Bl) in 
view of Lym (US 6631435 Bl) do not teach on render obvious the limitations recited in 
claims 3, 4, 9, 10, 16 above when taken in the context of the claims as a whole, a 
processor coupled to said memory and said external interface that executes said reverse 
DAPD API, said reverse DAPD API causes said processor to access and control a user 
interface associated with said user interface application program, wherein the user 
interface associated with said user interface application program is displayed on a 
monitor screen associated with said connected processing system, wherein said reverse 
DAPD API comprises first data which identifies a manufacturer of said digital audio 
playback device, and wherein said reverse DAPD API causes an identity of the 
manufacturer to be displayed on the monitor screen in a human-readable form as recited 
in the independent claim 3, a processor coupled to said memory and said external 
interface that executes said reverse DAPD API, Said reverse DAPD API causes said 
processor to access and control a user interface associated with said user interface 
application program, wherein the user interface associated with said user interface 
application program is displayed on a monitor screen associated with said connected 
processing system, wherein said reverse DAPD API comprises first data associated with 
a manufacturer of said digital audio playback device, and wherein said reverse DAPD 
API causes said processor to access and control at least a portion of said user interface to 
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display said first data in said at least a portion of said user interface displayed on said 
monitor screen as recited in the independent claims 4, 9, 10, 16 above. Moreover, 
evidence for modifying the prior art teachings by one of ordinary skill level in the art was 
not uncovered so as to result in the invention as recited in claims 3, 4, 9, 10, 16.
